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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-6, 8-15 and 17-22 are pending. Claims 7 and 16 are cancelled. 



Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed December 26, 2007 have been fiiUy considered but they are 

not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Ugon fails to disclose a subprogram which contains an instruction 
for returning to a main calling program at the instruction immediately following the instruction 
having caused branching to the subprogram. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Ugon 
discloses a main program (PI) that branches to a sub-program (P2) and returns to the main 
program (PI) directly after the instruction that branched to the sub-program (P2) (6:54-61). The 
main program (PI) is constitutes the main calling program of applicant's invention and the 
program (P2) constitutes the subprogram. 

Applicant also argues that Ugon fails to disclose branching or jumping from a main 
program to a randomly selected address in a subprogram, and executing the subprogram from the 
randomly selected address to an instruction for returning to the main program. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Ugon discloses branching to a randomly selected address of sub-program 
(P2) from main program (PI) (7:44-51). The main program (PI) is constitutes the main calling 
program of applicant's invention and the program (P2) constitutes the subprogram. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1-6, 8-15, and 17-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ugon, U.S. Patent No. 7,036,002. 

Ugon discloses an antifraud method comprising randomizing a physical signature of an 
integrated circuit executing a main program contained on ROM (7:29-43), comprising providing 
in said main program a branch to a randomly chosen address of a sub-program (7:44-5 1) having 
at least a features that any operation code that it contains directly or indirectly leads to an 
instruction included in the same sub-program except for at least one instruction for returning to 
the main program, the sub-program has no interrupt-generating code, no instructions for jumping 
or branching to an address external to the sub-program or jumping to another sub-program (8:46- 
59), no infinite loops and that whatever the input address in this sub-program, the execution of 
said instruction for returning returns to the main calling program at the instruction immediately 
following the instruction having caused said branching to the sub-program, to randomize a total 
execution time of the main program (6:54-7: 1 1).
